The duties of a journalist uro somewhat 
more grave, onerous and responsible than" the 
public on lirat considerations uro apt to as- 
sume. So accustomed is tho Englishman to 
bis morning paper with bis morning meal, 
that be comes to look upon it as a matter of 
course, no matter in what quartor of the 
globo he happens to bo sojourning. There 
are few English settlements that do not sup- 
port a daily newspaper, aud although we 
constantly hear tbu remark, somewlmt the 
reverse of flattering to thoao who cater for 
the supply of the public appetite for news, 
that " there ia nothing in the paper," that 
" nothing'' cannot bo dressed up in a present- 
able form for tho breakfast table without 
much tail and trouble, und in all probability, 
what the render stigmatises as wanting in in- 
terest, has been produced at a much greater 
expenditure of labor than is entailed by the 
publication of a whole broad shoe! full of 
news. Situated as Victoria is with regard 
to communication with the outer world, hav- 
ing no telegraphic intercourse with other 
places, and, not tho most regular steam com- 
munication with our noighbors, the news 
must of necessity bo spasmodic ; the arrival 
of a New Westminster steainor may bring us 
a glut of Cariboo items, and tho San Francis- 
co mails almost invariably overcrowd the col- 
umns of our papers with news that cannot bo 
kept back. "Ex ni/iilo nihil fit," which liberally 
translated may bo interpreted, we cannot 
give nows when wo havo none to give, is tho 
answer we would make to those inveterate 
newsmongers who open their paper in the 
daily expectation of something now and ex- 
citing, and who must as a natural conse- 
quence be doomed to frequent disappoint- 
ment, in all communities where the popula- 
tion nro tolerably occupied with their own 
business, and in performing that part in pub- 
lic affairs which may fall to their individual 
lots with a view to the interests of the com- 
mon weal, and where the Government is 
carried on with the moderation and steadi- 
ness which usually characterises tlia form of 
government prevailing in the British de- 
pendencies, and which tends to make start- 
ling nnd sensational events the exception 
rather than the rule. 

But there are higher duties appertaining to 
journalism than tho mere attributes of the 
news letter which existed in days when free- 
dom of tho press was unknown, and the 
fourth estate uuthought. of, and whilst thn 
British Colonist, under its new rei/ims, will 
not relax in its endeavors to lay bofore its 
readers the earliest intelligence of nil passing 
events, wc shall no; neglect that higher and 
more uoble duty of advocating, promoting, 
and assisting all measures and projects for 
the advancement of the social and commer- 
cial prosperity cf the colony, nor shall we 
hesitate to oppose nnd expose any meusurcs, 
plans, or undertakings likely to prove hostile 
to the interests of the people, and militating 
against public policy. Our readers must not 
expect any new or fresh expression of politics 
from us, although in our domestic arrange- 
ments, so to speak, we have passed from a 
despotic to a republican form of govern- 
ment. 

Tho labors of him] who has made us what 
we are, and who, in the independent course 
that he has pursued in the discharge of his 
duties to the public, has gained respect and 
esteem both at homo and abroad, have not 
been thrown away, and will not bo without 
their influence on our future conduct, for the 
result shows that steady perseverance in a 
thoroughly independent line of policy and 
action meets with appreciation and will in 
tho end insure success. 

HEALTH "OF TOWNS. 

By every fresh arrival from the upper 
country wc bear ol more and worse cases of 
sickness, than from the nature of the climate 
wo had reason to expect, and it is a somewhat 
singular and anomalous fact, lhat although 
the season now drawing to a close has been 
milder and more genial than the two pre- 
ceding years, sickness has increased in an 
unparalleled ralio. In former seasons every- 
one spoke of the healthy and invigorating 
nature of the ntmosphoro, which was so 
bracing and refreshing, as in some measure 
to compensate for the severe hardships which 
the' miner had to encounter in respect of 
scanty supplies of indifferent provisions, and 
lack of habitable dwellings ; this year both 
of these evils are appareutly lessoned, and 
yet the result shows a great incroaso of 
sickness. This «e attiibule in a great mea- 
sure to tho quality of food obtainable at the 
mines, and to the want of sanatory precau- 
tions for keeping the towns which have 
sprung up ou the banks of the creek in a 
healthy state. The reeking masses of putrid 
matter cast out from the slaughter yards, and 
left to dolile the air within a few yards of 
dwelling houses, and tho total absonce of any 
drainage, and the neglect even of ordinary 
decency in keeping the back promises of the 
bouses clean, has in several instances had a 
fatal effect; and has without doubt engen- 
dered and fostered tho disease which has 
prostrated so many. Tho ectira absence 
of vegetables, and of those substitutes which 
are employed to fill their place in long sea 
voyages, has a vory bad effect on most con- 
stitutions; and tho oxen killed immediately 
after having been driven many miles, or after 
havi.ig been shut up in the slaughter yard 
[or some days with scarcely any food, and 
thoir blood in a high state of fever from travel 
and exposure in the hot sun, produco beof 
that is most unwholesome. Both theso latter 
ovils will no doubt bo remedied next year— 
indeed, at the latter part of ibis season there 
was a marked improvement in the quality of 
of the beef, owing to tho oxen being kept on 
tho meadows below tho three towns, where 
there is excellent grass ; and vegetables also 
were occasionally to bo met with. 

Thore will be a largo population on tho 
creek again next year in all probability, and 
where so many aro pent up in a small com- 
pass, it is most dangerous to tho public 
•wealth to neglect sanatory measures. We 
thoroforo trust somo stringent measures will 
be adopted to enforce cleanliness, and to 
oheck the ravages of disease. Our own city 
is not perfect in this respect as wo have fre- 
quently had occasion to remark. The City 
Council allow our streets to remain undrained, 
making our roads impassable in wet weather, 
and havo not deomed it necessary during 
their year of office to take any effective mea- 
sures for ridding the town of sowage matter. 
Their defenders plead in ex'enuition, the 
other great improvements which they huve 
effected. For these we give them full credit ; 
hu: nevertheless any neglect or laxity in on- 
forcing proper sanatory precautions becomes 
culpable in those who havo the powor, and 
whose duty it is, to rogulato thorn.

ELECTION COMMITTEE. 

The Speaker informed llio House that '.lie 
Committee on Elections reported that they 
had found the recognizances unobjection- 
able. 

The Speaker, it) accordance with a res)- 
lulion of tho Hjase, presented a copy of the 
Statutes of the Colony to cacli member; he 
also laid befure them the printed correspond- 
cues iu regard to the Hudson Bay Company. 

The llouso then went info Committee of 
the Whole on the Union, Mr. Burnaby in 
the Chair. 

DEtlA-TNE OS THE UNION — CONTINUED. 

Mr. Pfl Cosmos, in resuming the debate on 
the resolution before the committee, biieliy 
reuapitulaled his arguments of (lie previous 
day, and proceeded to notice n point which 
he had not yet mentioned, viz ; the Haci- 
procity question — -reciprocity between tho 
united colonies and tho United Slates. Ho 
alluded to the reciprocal treaty between cer- 
tain of the lOastern Provinces and the United 
States as an instance ; during this treaty, 
which was made fir ten years, and ended In 
1864, the trade between the two reciprocating 
powers had increased very largely, and 
from ibe movemeut among the eoin- 
meicial parties most deeply interested, 
it was evident that at tho expiry of the pe- 
riod, a new and still more liberal treaty would 
bu enacted. Il had been paid that we have 
nothing to give the United States in return 
for reciprocity ; our freo port system allows 
them to send in all their products without 
restriction, while iu British Columbia they 
are met by a tariff which oilers protection lo 
tbo ngricu"ltur« and rude manufactures of the 
province. Let us look at the products of this 
country ; ho had on his left tho representa- 
tive of the second town in this colony and 
tho centre of tho coal mining operations, and 
only the other day he was told by tho man- 
ager of these mines that tho coal fields in 
that .locality would yield 100,000 tons for 
the next thirty years. "The tariff of ihe United 
States levies a duty of $1 per ton on our coal, 
ao on the 2o,000 tons used by them wc would 
save $2f>,000— to us a great amount. Also, 
if it could be produced at a lower rate wo 
could compete with foreign i mportations and 
supply the whole coast. Another article wus 
lumber. There were no harbors between the 
Golden Gate and Cape Flattery where lum- 
ber could be bad, so vessels were obliged to 
como to Puget Sound. A reciprocal treaty 
would give a great impetus to our lumber 
trade, as vessels could so eusily load with 
lumber on our west cnust, on tbeir return 
trips, and a tariff of 15 per cent, or one 
dollar per thousand, might thus be saved. 
The same rule would hold good in regard to 
fish-oil, fish, gypsum, and so on through many 
more of our natural products. By this means 
we would be put on an equality with our 
neighbors across iba Sound, who aro not met 
by a tariff. He would specia ly imore-s on 
this House the necessity of an industrial 
policy; unless we have that wo can never 
attain to that position which wc might other 
wise do. Another point was, that as the 
productions of Briti-h Columbia increase 
so will her imports of bread stuffs diminish, 
and so to raise their revenue a higher tarifi 
must be imposod ; if there were free trade 
between us onr manufactures would pass into 
that country to our groat advantage. With 
a consolidated revenue we could also borrow 
money easier and cheaper than we can now, 
and any ono acquaiotnd with the modern- 
principle of credit, must be aware that this 
It a ^reat advantage. By a union the laws 
of Iba two colonies would bo nssimihiled. 
The hon. mover of the motion before the 
cerurniiieo had spoken of the fear felt by 
British Columbian debtors of being arrested 
on visiting Victoria, but by boing united 
this would he removed. He alluded to the 
vast exient of Crown' Lands in British Co- 
lumbia which were the nntural sourco of a 
large civil list, the benelit of which we would 
cojoy. With our small exient of go-jd laud 
we could make but a sm.ill reservation for 
schools if separated, while if united these 
would be'very extensive, and would product) 
a large fund for educational purposes. The 
effect of a union on constitutional govern- 
ment wore also apparent ; if separated it 
would tie difficult for us to gain constitutional 
government, while with a united legislature 
of thirty members there would be a tield for 
this, as such a number could not be 
considered too small by any ono. An 
act of union which would bring about 
sueil a form of government would 
do more for the country in live years than tho 
present srstcm in twenty years. He ! in- 
stanced Canada, New South Wales and Vic- 
toria, Australia, as showing the benefits of 
responsible government. He then proceeded 
to show the danger of the formation of a 
party of property holders, mechanics and 
farmers, who might oppose and attempt to 
repeal free trade, and should ibis party gain 
power and abolish the free port system our 
trade would then have to contend against two 
tariff's, whereas, if wc were united and a tar- 
iff imposed here, we would slill liuve domes- 
tie free trade with British Columbia. The 
hon. member showed the additional strength 
wa would gain in case of a war, by the assis- 
tance of the greater population ol the neigh- 
boring colony. In regard to the fears ex- 
pressed by the hon. Colonial Hecretary that 
we would lose our legislature, he had in the 
former part of his speech proved the fallaay 
of such u belief ; so also iu reference to the 
loss of our free port. As to losing our cap- 
ital, if Her Majesty had fixed New West- 
minster as the capital of British Columbia, 
it was quite competent in her to rovoko that 
decision. He differed from the hon. Speaker 
in attributing the impoits of 83,000,000 from 
or through the United States up to the ore- 
soul year to the free trade system. They 
camo here through the inevitable law of sup- 
ply and demand, and would have come had 
there been even a Morrell tariff to overcome, 
(hear, hear.) The lion, member would not 
longer take up the time of the House, 
but would tako occasion as questions arose, 
to speak again on the subject. He would 
sarnostly impress on tho llouso the neoesity 
of giving this question tho coolest considera- 
tion ; ho would warn them against seeing 
nothing but Victoria, against neglecting 
those outside issues that would raiso the 
whole country and Victoria with it. He con- 
sidered that this House would be acting a 
most suicidal part should they oppose the 
union with British Columbia. 

Dr. Helmcken said he would not occupy 
five minutes, but ho had been laughed at for 
his statement about the 811000,000 of Ameri- 
can imports, and he wished to explain his 
meaning on that point. lie would simply 
ask why Whatcom or soma other place did 
not get nil this trade ! It was just because 
Victoria was a free port. He admitted the 
general truth of tho law of supply and de- 
mand, but the demand for these goods was 
not here, but iu British Columbia; tho mer- 
chants were here, but if it had not been for 
the Tree port those merchants would have 
been on the other side of the Sound. 

Mr. Street considered the question before 
the Committee as of paramount importance ; 
be felt a profound interest in this matter, 
because he wished to be identified with the 
rise and progress of this, his adopted country, 
and not with its declice and fall. An idea 
that loemed ever before tho minds of some 
hon. mombcrs was that the union mast be 
ratified by an oath of alleginnoo to tho sys- 
tem of free-trade. Tho hon. Colonial-Secretary 
asys that we must couple with this question 
the free-port system ; another hon. gentleman 
would make a free-port an essential adjunct of 
a union. If n free-port is tho ouly basis, he did 
not boo bow a union could bo effected. The 
next point is, aro wc prepared to give upuuion 
unless the free port system is guaranteed 1 Ho 
thought that tho question resolved itself 
ohiolly into those two points. He would ask 
hon, gentlemen to consider this idol of free 
trade, whether it was carved out of enduring 
marble or formed from base and crumbling 
cluv ; let them show what a free port had 
done for this coloty, which could not have 
bocn dono without it ; let them bIiow that 
without the gold of Cariboo, ships would 
still haro throngod our harbors, that cargoes 
of goods would Btill have beou importod, that 
property would btill havo mttinUiued ita 
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' price";" or if there sfiould bo rid more'"g"0ld 
trom Cariboo, that vessels should still round 
tho "Horn" with valuably cargoes, taat the 
prico of teal estate would still keep up, and 
lie would than turn round and become an ad- 
mirer of Iree trade. What has it dono for 
the colony that it has so many worshipers 
Has it opened a trade with Russian America] 
Has it supplied tho southern ports on tho 
Pacific? Has it opened intercourse with 
that mysterious Amoor River, to which the 
duliablo port of San Francisco sends whole 
fleets of vessels laden with valuable cargoes ? 
\Ylieu it shall have dono all this ho would 
turn worshipping eyes to their idol and when 
they could show a fbrtisbing agricultural and 
commercial country, caused by its operation, 
tbon he would fall down and worship. The 
hon. momber passed in review the principal 
arguments of those members who had pro- 
ceeded him, and argued against tho vital ne- 
cessity of a free port, advocating reciprocity 
with British Columbia, but as lor the United 
States there was no reciprocity between 
them, and he was not Btl'6 that a discrimi- 
nating tariff against them would not 
ba a wise policy. A gold country is not 
necessitated lo bow the neck lo any one com- 
mercial port ; all countries are willing com- 
petitors for gold. The hon. member ad 
ranced furthor arguments in favor of union, 
and resumed bis seat urnid much applaus:'. 

The Committee then rose and reported 
progress, obtaining leavo to resumo tht ir 
sittings to day (Wednesday), at 3 p. m.

IMPORTANT INFORMATION.

Kx-Governor Seymour, late of 
Honduras, has been offered the governorship 
of British Columbia. It is generally believed 
that these gentlemen would.arcept the oilers, 
having served the full period ol office in their 
respective govern men Is.

Cincinnati, September 28 — The Commer- 
cial's correspondent gives a less gloomy ac- 
count of the battles in Georgia than those by 
other correspondents.
